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CONSTITUTION 

—OF  THE— 

NEW  YORK  YACHT  CLUB, 


ARTICLE  I. 
orncEKs. 

The  officers  of  the  Club  shall  consist  of  a  Commodore,  Vice- 
Commodore,  Eear  Commodore  (each  of  whom  shall  be  the  owner 
of  a  yacht),  Secretar}^  Treasurer,  Measurer  and  Fleet  Surgeon. 

ARTICLE  11. 

ELECTION  OE  OFFICEES . 

The  annual  election  of  officers  shall  take  place  at  the  first 
general  meeting  in  each  year,  and  said  election  shall  be  by  ballot 
only.  Each  officer  shall  be  elected  on  separate  ballot,  and  shall 
hold  office  until  the  adjournment  of  the  first  general  meeting  of  the 
following  year.  Vacancies  may  be  filled  at  any  general  or  special 
meeting,  notice  of  such  election  having  been  sent  to  each  member 
at  least  ten  days  previous  to  such  meetiDg. 

ARTICLE  III. 

DUTIES    OF  OFFICEES. 


COMMODOKE. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Commodore  to  take  command  of  the 
squadron,  and  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Club. 
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He  may  call  a  special  meeting  of  the  Club  at  his  pleasure,  and 
he  shall  do  so  at  the  written  request  of  three  representatives  of 
yachts,  or  of  any  two  members  of  the  House  Committee. 

YICE-  COMMODOEE. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vice-Commodore  to  assist  the  Com- 
modore in  the  discharge  of  his  duties  and  in  his  absence  to  officiate 
in  his  stead. 

EEAK  COMMODOEE, 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Kear-Commodore  to  assist  the  Com- 
modore and  Vice-Commodore  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  and 
in  their  absence  to  officiate  in  their  stead. 

SECEETAET. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  : 

To  keep  a  true  record  of  the  proceedings  of  all  meetings  of 
the  Club  in  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose. 
To  keep  a  correct  roll  of  all  the  members. 

To  notify  the  treasurer,  immediately  after  the  General  Meet- 
ing in  February,  of  the  number  of  members  then  liable  for  annual 
dues,  and  also  during  the  year  to  notify  him  of  the  election  of  any 
new  members. 

To  keep  a  correct  list  of  the  name,  ownership,  dimensions  and 
rig  of  each  yacht  enrolled  in  the  Club,  and  to  have  charge  of  the 
models  and  draughts  deposited  therewith. 

To  file  all  documents,  records,  reports  and  communications 
connected  with  the  business  of  the  Club. 

To  notify  each  member-elect  of  his  election,  and,  upon  his 
becoming  a  member,  to  assign  him  a  number  in  conformity  with 
the  date  of  his  election  and  furnish  him  with  a  copy  of  the  Club 
Book. 

To  have  books  printed,  as  provided  by  the  By-Laws. 
To  notify  each  member  of  every  meeting. 

In  case  of  inability  to  attend  any  meeting,  to  cause  the  neces- 
sary books  and  papers  to  be  conveyed  to  the  place  of  meeting.

TEEASUEEE. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  receive  all  moneys  due 
the  Club,  and  to  pay  all  bills  contracted  by  it  ;  keeping  a  correct 
account  of  the  same  in  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose. 

To  make  a  report  at  each  General  Meeting  of  all  his  receipts 
and  disbursements,  with  a  statement  of  the  amount  of  money  then 
in  his  hands  and  the  amount  of  the  dues  collected. 

He  shall  have  the  custody  of  all  the  funds  of  the  Club. 

MEASUEEE. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Measurer  to  measure  all  yachts  and 
calculate  their  measurement,  as  prescribed  by  the  By-Laws  and 
Sailing  Regulations,  and  make  a  return  of  the  same  to  the 
Secretary. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

MEETINGS. 

There  shall  be  five  General  Meetings  in  each  year. 
ARTICLE  V. 

QUOEUM  AND  VOTING. 

A  quorum  at  each  General  or  Special  Meeting  shall  consist  of 
seven  owners  of  yachts. 

Only  yacht  owners  shall  vote. 

Each  yacht  shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote  only,  to  be  cast  by  her 
owner  in  person,  but  no  owner,  by  reason  of  owning  more  than 
one  yacht,  shall  be  entitled  to  more  than  one  vote. 

ARTICLE  YI. 

ELECTION  OF  MEMBEES. 

Any  person  shall  be  eligible  to  be  elected  a  member. 
Each  candidate  must  be  proposed  and  seconded  by  two  mem- 
bers over  their  own  signatures  in  a  book  kept  at  the  Club-House 
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for  that  purpose,  and  in  which  shall  be  inserted  the  name, 
residence,  business  address  and  occupation  of  the  candidate,  and 
if  a  yacht  owner,  the  name  of  the  yacht.  The  Secretary  shall 
immediately  cause  the  name  of  the  candidate  to  be  posted  on  the 
bulletin  board  for  at  least  ten  days  before  he  shall  be  acted  on  by 
the  Committee  on  Admissions. 

In  case  of  approval  by  the  Committee  the  name  of  the  candi- 
date together  with  the  names  of  his  proposer  and  seconder  shall 
be  returned  to  the  Secretary  who  shall  cause  them  to  be  posted  as 
above  until  such  time  as  they  can  be  balloted  for,  which  balloting 
shall  only  take  place  at  one  of  the  five  General  Meetings,  Mem- 
bers shall  be  elected  by  ballot  only.  Two  black  balls  shall  defeat 
an  election  where  seven  votes  are  cast  ;  one  black  ball  shall  be 
necessary  for  each  additional  seven  votes. 

Officers  of  the  United  States  Navy,  on  the  Active  List,  when 
elected,  shall,  after  payment  of  an  Initiation  Fee  of  twentj^-five 
dollars,  be  exempt  from  Annual  Dues. 

AETICLE  VII. 

HONOKAKY  MEMBERS. 

The  President  of  the  United  States,  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy, 
the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  the  Collector  of  the  Port  of  New 
York,  the  Admiral  of  the  Station,  and  the  Commander  of  the  Navy 
Yard,  at  Brooklyn,  shall  be,  ex-officio,  honorary  members.  Any 
person  may  become  an  honorary  member  who  shall  have  been 
approved  by  the  Committee  on  Admissions  and  have  received  a 
unanimous  vote  at  two  General  Meetings.  Such  honorary  mem- 
bers shall  have  all  the  privileges  of  the  Club,  except  voting  and 
being  eligible  for  office. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

LIFE  MEMBERS. 

Any  member  whose  name  shall  have  been  upon  the  roll  of  the 
Club,  and  who  shall  have  paid  annual  dues  for  fifteen  consecutive 
years,  shall  be  entitled  to  become  a  Life  Member  on  the  payment 
of  two  hundred  dollars,  which  shall  be  in  lieu  of  any  further 
annual  dues.

These  payments  shall  constitute  a  Reserve  Fund  to  be  depos- 
ited in  a  New  York  Trust  Company  by  the  Treasurer,  and  no 
disposition  of  this  fund  shall  be  made  except  by  a  vote  at  two 
meetings  one  of  which  shall  be  a  General  Meeting. 

AETICLE  IX. 

STANDING  COMMITTEES. 

At  the  first  General  Meeting  in  each  year,  or  as  soon  thereafter 
as  an  election  can  be  held,  there  shall  be  elected,  on  separate  bal- 
lot, a  Eegatta  Committee,  a  Committee  on  Admissions,  a  House 
Committee,  a  Library  Committee,  and  there  shall  also  be  appointed 
by  the  Chair  a  Committee  on  Club  Sites,  Stations  and  Floats. 

These  Committees  shall  serve  until  the  adjournment  of  the 
first  General  Meeting  of  the  following  year,  and  shall  have  power 
to  fill  their  own  vacancies. 

AETICLE  X. 

DUTIES  AND  NUMBER  OF  COMMITTEES. 
EEGATTA  COMMITTEE. 

The  Eegatta  Committee  shall  consist  of  three  members,  not 
yacht  owners. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Eegatta  Committee  to  make 
arrangements  for,  take  charge  of,  and  act  as  Judges  of  all  races 
sailed  by  or  under  the  direction  of  the  Club.  They  shall  decide 
all  questions  that  arise  in  the  sailing  of  such  races.  They  shall 
have  power  to  disqualify  a  yacht  that  shall  have  violated  any  rule 
of  the  Club,  and  to  postpone  any  race  or  order  it  to  be  resailed 
should  either  seem  to  them  desirable. 

There  shall  be  no  appeal  from  the  decision  of  this  Committee. 

COMMITTEE  ON  ADMISSIONS. 

The  Committee  on  Admissions  shall  consist  of  five  members, 
at  least  three  of  whom  shall  be  yacht  owners. 

It  shall  be  their  duty  to  carefully  consider  and  examine  the 
qualifications  and  fitness  of  all  candidates  for  admission  to  mem- 
bership. 
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HOUSE  COMMITTEE. 

The  House  Committee  shall  consist  of  four  members  and  the 
Secretary. 

The  House  Committee  shall  organize  hy  the  election  of  a 
Chairman  and  Secretary,  and  shall  keep  an  account  of  their  pro- 
ceedings and  of  all  bills  approved  by  them  in  a  book  to  be  provided 
for  that  purpose,  which  book  shall  be  at  all  times  open  to  the  in- 
spection of  the  members  of  the  Club.  They  shall  have  general 
supervision  of  the  Club  House  and  of  all  the  property  contained 
therein,  except  models.  They  shall  have  power  to  prescribe  such 
rules  and  regulations  as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  the  proper 
government  of  the  Club  House,  which  shall  be  posted  on  the 
bulletin  board.  They  shall,  by  and  with  the  assent  of  the 
Flag  Officers,  select  and  employ  a  superintendent,  and  determine 
his  compensation.  They  shall  hire  all  other  employees  they  may 
deem  necessary,  and  determine  their  compensation.  They  shall 
fix  the  prices  of  all  games  and  refreshments.  They  shall  make  all 
necessary  purchases  for  the  proper  maintenance  of  the  Club  House, 
and  for  the  suppljang  of  refreshments  therein,  and  shall  audit  all 
bills  therefor.  They  shall,  at  the  second  general  meeting  in  each 
year,  submit  to  the  Club  an  estimate  of  the  amount  they  may 
deem  necessary  (inclusive  of  the  rent  of  the  Club  House),  to  prop- 
erly carry  on  and  maintain  the  said  Club  House  until  the  First 
General  Meeting  of  the  Club,  and  an  appropriation  shall  then  be 
made,  which  shall  not  be  exceeded  except  by  special  action  of  the 
Club.  They  shall  have  the  power  to  suspend  any  member  who 
shall  violate  any  of  their  rules  or  those  of  the  Club,  until  next  reg- 
ular or  special  Meeting  of  the  Club,  whichever  may  first  occur 
thereafter,  and  at  such  Meeting  they  shall  report  the  offense  and 
the  name  of  the  offender  to  the  Club  for  its  action.  They  shall 
collect  all  sums  due  for  refreshments  and  games,  and  pay  over  the 
same  to  the  Treasurer  at  the  end  of  each  month. 

LIBRARY  COMMITTEE. 

The  Library  Committee  shall  consist  of  three  members. 
They  shall  have  charge  of  the  charts,  books  and  publications 
of  the  Club,  prescribe  rules  for  their  use  and  make  additions  to 
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them  when  required.  At  the  Second  General  Meeting  of  each 
3^ear  they  shall  state  what  appropriation  should  be  made  for  the 
ensuing  year. 

COMMITTEE    ON   CLUB    SITES,    STATIONS   AND  FLOATS. 

The  Committee  on  Club  Sites,  Stations  and  Floats  shall  con- 
sist of  the  Flag  officers,  ex-officio,  and  a  member  for  each  Club 
Station  or  Float.  They  shall  exercise  the  like  powers  and  perform 
the  like  duties  in  regard  thereto  as  are  herein  above  conferred  and 
expressed  in  regard  to  the  House  Committee. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

NOMINATING  COMMITTEE. 

The  Nominating  Committee  shall  consist  of  five  yacht  owners 
and  five  non-yacht  owners. 

It  shall  be  their  duty  to  nominate  Officers  and  Standing  Com- 
mittees  of  the  Club  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  they  shall  post  the 
names  of  the  Officers  and  members  of  the  Standing  Committees 
they  have  nominated  on  the  bulletin  board  at  least  twenty  days 
before  the  First  General  Meeting  in  each  year. 

*  This  provision  shall  not  exclude  the  nomination  of  any 
other  candidate  ;  but  no  member  shall  be  eligible  for  election  to 
any  office  unless  his  name  shall  have  been  posted  as  a  candidate, 
together  with  that  of  the  person  nominating  him,  on  the  bulletin 
board  in  the  Club  House  for  at  least  ten  days  before  the  election. 

This  Committee  shall  be  elected  at  the  last  General  Meeting 
of  each  year. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

ASSESSMENTS. 

The  Club  shall  have  power,  at  any  General  or  Special  Meeting, 
to  levy  an  assessment  on  each  member,  not  exceeding  twenty-five 
dollars  in  each  year. 

PENALTIES. 

The  Club  shall  have  power  to  remit  penalties  at  any  meeting. 
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ARTICLE  XIII. 

AMENDMENTS. 

This  Constitution  shall  only  be  amended  as  follows  :  The 
proposed  amendment  must  be  Legibly  written  or  printed  with  the 
name  of  the  member  proposing  the  same,  and  a  copy  thereof  sent 
to  the  Secretary  of  the  Club,  and  another  copy  posted  on  the  bul- 
letin board  at  the  Club  House  for  at  least  one  week  previous  to  a 
General  Meeting  of  the  Club.  Any  amendment  must  first  be  sub- 
mitted at  a  General  Meeting,  and  shall  be  valid  only  when 
approved  at  a  subsequent  meeting.  If  adopted  at  the  General 
Meeting  it  must  be  kept  posted  until  the  next  meeting  by  the  Sec- 
retary in  a  conspicuous  place  in  the  Club  House,  No  amendment 
once  rejected  shall  be  reconsidered  at  any  subsequent  meeting 
within  six  months  thereafter;  There  shall  be  no  suspension  of 
any  article  of  the  Constitution. 
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CHAPTER  1. 

DUES. 

Each  member,  on  his  election,  shall  pay  the  sum  of  one  hun- 
dred dollars  as  entrance  fee,  and  twenty-five  dollars  as  dues  for  the 
current  year.  If  said  sums  are  not  paid  within  thirty  days  from 
the  date  of  his  election,  the  Treasurer  shall  notify  the  Secretary  of 
the  fact  and  such  election  shall  be  null  and  void.  Each  subse- 
quent annual  payment  shall  be  twenty-five  dollars  and  shall  be- 
come due  at  the  first  General  Meeting  in  each  year.  Foreigners, 
members  of  Yacht  Clubs  in  their  own  country,  and  not  residing 
in  the  CJnited  States,  shall  be  exempt  from  all  payments,  except 
entrance  fee.  Members  who  are  absent  from  the  United  States  for 
the  whole  fiscal  year,  commencing  on  the  first  Tuesday  in  February, 
shall  be  exempt  from  their  dues  for  such  year,  provided  they-give 
notice  of  their  absence  to  the  Secretary. 

On  the  first  day  of  June  of  each  year  the  Treasurer  shall  fur- 
nish the  Secretary  with  a  list  of  names  of  members  whose  dues  for 
the  year  remain  unpaid.  The  Secretary  shall  at  once  notity  such 
delinquent  members,  and  cause  their  names  to  be  posted  in  the 
Club  House. 

At  the  next  General  Meeting  the  names  of  such  members  as 
have  not  then  paid  their  dues  for  the  current  year  shall  be  read  by 
the  Secretary,  and  they  shall  cease  to  be  members  unless  as  here- 
inbefore provided. 

CHAPTER  II. 

MEETINGS  . 

The  five  General  Meetings  required  by  the  Constitution  shall 
be  held  as  follows  : 
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The  first  on  the  first  Thursday  in  February  ;  the  second  on  the  i 
fourth  Thursday  in  March  ;  the  third  on  the  third  Thursday  of 

May  ;  the  fourth  on  the  third  Thursday  of  July  ;  and  the  fifth  on  ; 

the  fourth  Thursday  of  October,  in  the  City  of  New  York.  | 

No  other  business  than  the  election  of  members  and  reports 
of  officers  and  Committees  shall  be  transacted  at  the  July  meeting 
unless  it  shall  have  been  mentioned  in  the  call  for  the  meeting. 

The  dates  of  these  meetings  shall  be  posted  by  the  Secretary 
on  the  Bulletin  Board . 

The  following  order  of  business  shall  be  observed  at  all  Gen- 
eral Meetings,  and  shall  not  be  departed  from  except  by  a  two- 
thirds  vote  : —

CHAPTER  III. 

NOTICES. 

Notice  shall  be  sent  to  each  member  of  all  General  Meetings 
at  least  one  week  before  such  meetings  ;  and  of  ail  special  meet- 
ings, and  of  the  purposes  for  which  they  are  called,  at  least  three 
days  before  such  meetings.  The  business  of  any  special  meeting 
ghall  be  strictly  confined  to  the  purposes  for  which  it  was  called. 
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CHAPTER  IV. 

EEPEESENTATION. 

A  yacht  shall  be  represented  at  meetings  and  otherwise  in  the 
Club  by  her  owner,  or  hj  any  one  of  her  owners,  (if  there  be 
more  than  one,)  al]  of  whom  must  be  Members  of  the  Club.  For 
steam  yachts  a  Certified  Copy  of  Permanent  Enrollment  deposited 
with  the  Secretary  shall  be  considered  a  projDer  registry.  No 
yacht  shall  be  entitled  to  representation  until  she  shall  have  been 
registered  on  the  Club  record,  in  the  name  of  her  owner  or  owners, 
shall  have  been  launched,  and  a  certificate  signed  by  the  Measurer, 
filed  with  the  Secretary,  specifying  her  dimensions,  tonnage  **(*old 
measurement),"  and  rig,  and  that  she  is  fifteen  tons  or  over  (old 
meaurement),  and  a  full-decked  vessel,  reasonable  cock  pit 
excepted. 

No  yacht  shall  be  entitled  to  representation,  if  she  shall 
have  been  out  of  commission  for  two  consecutive  years. 

For  the  purpose  of  representation  only,  the  Measurer  may 
satisfy  himself,  by  Custom  House  Certificate,  or  otherwise,  of  the 
tonnage  of  a  yacht. 

No  yacht  shall  be  represented  in  the  Club,  unless  by  her 
design  and  construction  she  is  well  suited  to  accompany  the 

*"  Rule  for  calculating  Tonnage  by  old  Custom  House  measurement," 
which  regulates  the  size  of  yachts  which  can  enter  the  New  York  Yacht  Club. 
Take  the  length,  from  the  fore  part  of  the  Stem  to  the  after  side  of  the  Stern 
post,  at  the  height  of  the  main  deck  ;  the  extreme  breadth  wherever  found; 
the  depth  from  the  under  side  of  the  deck  plank  to  the  ceiling  of  the  hold,  then 
deduct  from  the  length  f  of  the  beam  ;  multiply  the  remainder  by  the  breadth, 
and  the  product  by  the  depth  ;  divide  this  last  product  by  95,  and  the  quotient 
is  the  Tonnage,

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Squadron  on  a  cruise  ;  and  the  Measurer  shall  withhold  his  certifi- 
cate from  any  yacht  which  may  not,  in  his  opinion,  be  suited  to 
meet  this  requirement.  The  owner  of  the  yacht,  however,  may 
appeal  from  such  decision  to  the  Club,  and  if  the  appeal  be 
sustained,  the  Measurer  shall  then  furnish  the  necessary  certificate. 

On  the  written  representation  of  any  two  yacht  owners  to  the 
Secretary  that  the  Measurer  has  granted  a  certificate  to  a  yacht 
unfit  to  be  represented  in  the  Club,  such  certificate  may  be  can- 
celled by  a  majority  of  votes  at  any  general  or  special  meeting. 

CHAPTER  V. 

YACHTS  CHAKTEBED. 

Any  yacht  which  may  be  chartered  shall  be  debarred  the  right 
of  representation  during  the  time  in  which  she  may  be  so 
chartered  ;  but  a  member  chartering  a  yacht  for  not  lest  than  two 
months,  shall  have  all  the  privileges  of  the  Club,  except  repre- 
sentation and  the  right  to  enter  any  club  race,  except  Squadron 
Runs. 

CHAPTER  VI. 

DISTINGUISHING  SIGNALS,  PENNANTS,  ETC. 

The  distinguishing  signal  of  the  Club  shall  be  a  pointed  flag  ; 
the  device,  a  white  five-pointed  star  in  the  center  of  two  red 
stripes,  in  width  one-fifth  of  that  of  the  signal  ;  one  running 
lengthwise  through  it  in  the  middle,  the  other  running  crosswise 
through  it  at  one-third  the  length  of  the  signal  from  its  head — all 
on  a  blue  field. 

Each  yacht  shall  have  a  distinguishing  signal  flag,  and  shall 
show  it  when  signalled  by  another  yacht. 

The  Commodore  shall  display  a  broad  pennant,  with  a  foul 
anchor  encircled  by  thirteen  five-pointed  stars,  in  white,  on  a  blue 
field,  the  Vice-Commodore,  a  broad  pennant,  with  a  similiar 
device,  on  a  red  field  ;  the  Rear-Commodore,  a  broad  pennant, 
with  a  similar  device,  in  red,  on  a  white  field.  The  Acting  Com- 
modore, under  Chapter  X,  shall  display  a  broad  pennant,  blue 
field,  without  device.  The  Fleet  Captain's  flag  shall  be  a  broad 
pennant  with  a  blue  foul  anchor  on  a  white  field. 
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These  pennants  shall  be  burgees,  a^z.  :  tapering,  swallow  tailed 
flags. 

All  the  foregoing  mentioned  flags  shall  be,  in  length,  one-half 
of  one  inch  for  each  foot  of  height  of  truck  from  the  water  and,  in 
i     width,  two-thirds  of  the  length. 

i  Each  yacht  shall  also  have  a  blue  pennant,  in  length,  at  the 

I  head,  three-quarters  of  one  inch  to  the  foot  as  aforesaid  ;  in  width, 
i     one-tenth  the  length  :  to  be  used  as  a  day  or  night  pennant. 

The  distinguishing  night  signal  of  the  Club  shall  be  a  Coston 

light  showing  the  colors  green -red-green  in  succession. 
I  Each  yacht  shall  have  a  set  of  signal  flags,  such  as  may  be 

ordered  by  the  Club,  to  be  not  less  than  three  feet  long. 

Single-masted  yachts  while  cruising  in  squadron  shall  display 

their  private  signal  when  under  sail ;  and  the  Club  flag  when  at 

anchor. 

!  Each  yacht  shall  have  a  number  assigned  by  the  Kegatta  Com- 

j     mittee,  which  shall  be  entered  opposite  her  name  in  the  Club 
I     Book,  and  shall  be  known  as  her  official  Number, 
j  A  yacht  entered  for  a  race  shall  display  her  number  on  both 

i  sides  of  the  mainsail,  just  above  the  lower  reef-band,  and  in  the 
middle  of  the  sail.  Such  number  shall  be  30  inches  square, 
and  shall  be  issued  by  the  Club,  on  application,  but  no  yacht 
shall  be  entitled  to  more  than  one  set  at  the  expense  of  the  Club 
in  any  one  year . 

CHAPTER  VII. 

STEAM  LAUNCHES. 

Steam  launches  of  forty  feet  water  line  and  over,  belonging  to 
I  members,  may,  upon  application  to  the  Secretary,  obtain  author- 
I     ity  to  carry  the  club  signal,  but  they  shall  not  be  entitled  to  any 

other  privilege.    Such  application  shall  contain  style,  dimensions, 

and  horse  power  of  engines. 

CHAPTER  VIII. 

FLEET  CAPTAIN. 

The  Commodore,  or  officer  in  command,  shall  appoint  a  Fleet 
Captain  to  assist  him  in  his  duties,  to  hold  office  during  the  pleas- 
ure of  the  appointer. 
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CHAPTER  IX. 

COLOBS  AND  GUNS. 

Yachts  in  commission  shall  make  colors  at  8  o'clock  A.  M., 
and  haul  down  at  sunset.  From  sunset  until  morning  colors  " 
they  shall  fly  night  pennants. 

Time  shall  be  given  by  the  senior  officer  present. 

No  guns  shall  be  fired  on  Sunday. 

CHAPTER  X. 

SENIOEITY. 

In  the  absence  of  the  Commodore,  Vice- Commodore  and  Rear 
Commodore,  the  Senior  Captain  present,  entitled  to  representation 
under  By-law  No.  IV.,  shall  be  Acting  Commodore. 

In  case  of  resignation  and  re-election  the  date  of  membership 
shall  be  the  date  of  re-election. 

CHAPTER  XI. 

CHANGES  IN  YACHT  OE  OWNEESHIP. 

A  member  buying,  selling  or  chartering  a  yacht  shall  at  once 
notify  the  Secretary  in  writing.  And  similar  notice  shall  be  given 
of  changes  in  .  rig,  dimensions,  private  signal,  and  of  alteration 
from  keel  to  centre-board  or  from  centre-board  to  keel. 

CHAPTER  XII. 

NOTICE  OF  MEASUEEMENT. 

Owners  whose  yachts  require  measurement  shall  give  notice  to 
the  Measurer  in  writing,  stating  when  and  where  their  yachts  may 
be  measured  ;  the  time  to  be  not  less  than  twenty-four  hours  after 
the  delivery  of  the  notice,  and  the  place,  a  convenient  part  of  New 
Yo  k  Harbor. 

CHAPTER  XIII. 

COMPENSATION . 

The  Measurer  shall  receive  from  the  Treasurer  ten  dollars  for 
the  first  measurement  of  any  yacht,  five  dollars  for  any  re-meas- 
urement, and  ten  dollars  additional  and  his  traveling  expenses  for 
a  measurement  away  from  the  harbor  of  New  York,  which  amounts 
shall  be  collected  by  the  Treasurer  from  the  owner  or  owners  of 
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I  yachts  so  measured  ;  except  in  the  case     a  measurement  ordered 

I  by  the  Club. 

I  The  Secretary  and  Treasurer  shall  each  be  allowed  three  hun- 

i  dred  dollars  per  annum  for  clerk  hire.

CHATER  XIV. 

MEASUREMENT  FOR  TIME  ALLOWED. 

Yachts  shall  be  rated  for  time  allowance  according  to  the 
;     following  system  :

j     length  and  divide  the  sum  by  two.

I        The  result  is  the  measurement  for  time  allowance. 
The  measurement  shall  be  obtained  as  follows  : 
A  base  line  to  be  taken  from  a  point  midway  between  the  jib 
topsail  stay  and  the  jibstay  on  bowsprit,  or  the  flying  jibstay  on 
jibboom,  in  a  straight  line  to  the  end  of  the  main  boom,  with  the 
excess  of  the  length  of  gaff,  measured  from  after  side  of  mast  to 

I     end,  over  80%  of  the  topmast  measured  from  hounds  to  lower 

j     side  of  sheave  of  topsail  halyard  block. 

I  The  length  of  base  line  as  above  defined  shall  be  modified  in 

I  any  case  where  the  spinnaker  boom  measures  more  than  the  dis- 
i  tance  from  the  fore  side  of  foremost  in  a  schooner,  or  mainmast 
\  in  a  single  mastered  vessel,  to  the  forward  point  of  base  line  as 
I  previously  defined.  Any  excess  in  the  length  of  spinnaker  boom 
I  beyond  this  point  shall  be  added  to  the  base  line.  For  yawls  the 
i  base  line  to  be  taken  from  the  same  point  to  the  end  of  the  mizzen 
boom. 

A  perpendicular  line  to  be  taken  along  the  after  side  of  the 
mainmast  from  the  under  side  of  the  sheave  for  gaff  topsail  hal- 
yard to  the  upper  side  of  boom  when  resting  on  the  saddle  or  on 
the  lowest  part  of  gooseneck,  the  distance  of  which  point  from 
main-deck  or  house- deck  to  be  recorded  by  the  measurer,  together 
with  the  other  points  used  in  measurements. 

To  obtain  the  estimated  area  from  these  figures,  multiply  the 
base  by  the  perpendicular  and  divide  the  product  by  two. 
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Length  is  the  length  on  the  L.  W.  L.,  exclusive  of  an 3^  portion 
of  the  rudder  or  rudder  stock  and  is  to  be  ascertained  when  the 
yacht  is  afloat  and  in  her  ordinary  trim,  and  with  the  crew,  if 
aboard,  stationed  amidships.  The  measurer,  at  the  time  of  mak- 
ing his  measurement,  to  fix  a  distinctive  mark  at  each  point. 

Any  change  in  these  measurements  to  be  reported  by  the 
owners,  as  customary,  to  the  measurer. 

Allowances  shall  be  calculated  according  to  the  table  adopted 
by  the  Club*. 

CHAPTER  XV. 

REGATTA. 

There  shall  be  an  Annual  Regatta  in  the  month  of  June,  over 
Courses  No.  I  and  II,  and  the  date  thereof  shall  be  determined  at 
the  First  General  Meeting  of  each  year. 

An  appropriation  shall  be  made  at  the  same  time  for  defraying 
the  expense  of  the  Regatta  and  all  other  Club  races  held  during 
the  season,  which  appropriation  shall  not  be  exceeded  without  the 
written  consent  of  a  majority  of  the  Flag  Ofl&cers. 

A  {Steamer  shall  be  provided  for  the  use  of  members  and 
ladies  accompanying  them.  Tickets  of  admission  shall  be  sent  to 
each  member.  These  tickets  shall  not  be  transferable,  and  any 
member  infringing  this  rule  shall  be  liable  to  expulsion.  Any 
yacht  owner,  however,  whose  vessel  is  duly  entered  for  any 
Regatta,  shall  have  the  privilege  of  transferring  his  ticket,  pro- 
vided  the  name  of  the  party  to  whom  it  is  transferred  be  indorsed  i 
by  the  Secretary  upon  the  back  of  the  same.  The  Secretarj^  shall 
be  empowered  to  issue  invitations  to  any  j^erson  or  persons,  on  a 
recommendation  of  a  majority  of  the  Flag  Officers  of  the  Club. 

CHAPTER  XVI. 

COURSES. 

Course  No.  1. — Start  across  an  imaginary  line  drawn  from  the 
Judges'  Boat  anchored  to  the  East  of  Bouy  No.  11,  and  about  two 
cables^  length  from  it,  to  Buoy  No.  12,  near  South  West  spit,  (red  ' 

*The  length  to  be  measured  for  the  spinnaker  boom  shall  be  the  extreme 
distance,  when  in  use,  of  its  outer  end,  from  the  centre  of  the  fore  side  of  the 
mast  on  which  the  spinnaker  is  carried. 
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nun  with  perch  and  hall),  passing  to  the^  West  and  Soutli  of  it  ; 
thence  South  of  Buoy  No .  10  {red  nun),  and  North  of  Bell  Buoy 
off  the  Point  of  Sandy  Hook  to  Sandy  Hook  Light  Ship  turning 
]     from  the  North  and  East,  and  returning  over  the  same  course.

Course  No.  2. —The  same  as  course  No.  1,  substituting  Scot- 
land Light  Ship  for  Sandy  Hook  Light  Ship. 

All  yachts  must  pass  to  the  eastward  of  West  Bank  buoys  Nos. 
I     7  and  9,  both  going  and  returning. 

I  Course  No.  3. — Start  from  an  imaginary  line,  between  buoy 

,  No.  12,  near  South  West  Spit,  and  a  stake-boat  anchored  South  of 
it  ;  thence  South  of  buoy  No.  10  and  North  of  Bell  buoy  off  the 
I  point  of  Sandy  Hook,  to  and  around  Sandy  Hook  Lightship,  turn- 
ing it  from  the  North  and  East  ;  thence  to  and  around  a  mark-boat 
anchored  near  the  buoy  on  Shrewsbury  Kocks,  turning  it  from  the 
West  and  South,  and  returning  over  the  same  course. 

Course  No.  4. — 38  miles.  Start  across  an  Imaginary  Line 
drawn  from  a  stakeboat  to  Brenton's  Reef  "  Light  Ship  ;  to  and 
round  a  mark  boat  due  East  of  Block-Island  Buoy  One  mile  ;  to  and 
round  a,  mai'k  boat  2  miles  S.  W.  by  W.  from  West-Island  Light, 
and  finish  over  a  line  drawn  as  for  the  start. 

i  Course  No.  5  — 38  miles.    Start  as  in  course  No.  4,  to  and 

i     round  the  "Vineyard  Sound  "  Light  Ship  (formerly  known  as 

' *  Sow  and  Pigs  "  L .  S . )  to  and  roun d  ' '  Hen  and  Chickens  ' '  Ligh  t 

Ship,  and  finish  as  in  Course  No.  4. 

CHAPTER  XVII. 

YACHTING  SEASON. 

The  Yachting  Season  for  all  matches  and  races  shall  be  limited 
to  the  period  between  the  first  day  of  May  and  the  first  day  of 
November  in  each  year . 

CHAPTER  XVIII. 

MODELS . 

A  correct  model  of  every  yacht  entered  for  a  Regatta  or  other 
Club  race  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Club  and  retained  in  its

possession  ;  and  no  person,  other  than  a  United  States  Naval 
Constructor,  shall  be  permitted  to  copy  it,  unless  he  shall  have 
obtained  written  authority  from  the  owner  of  the  yacht  ; 
nor  shall  it  be  removed  without  authority  from  the  Secretary  of 
the  Club,  who  shall  keep,  in  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose,  a 
record  of  the  same  with  full  particulars  relating  to  each  model, 
and  to  any  changes  that  may  be  made . 

All  models  to  be  on  a  scale  of  three-eighths  of  one  inch  to  the 
foot  for  all  yachts  of  80  feet  water-line,  and  over,  and  of  one- 
half  of  one  inch  to  the  foot  for  all  yachts  under  80  feet  water  line  ; 
but  this  rule  as  to  scale  shall  not  necessarily  apply  to  any  model 
in  the  possession  of  the  Club  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this 
By-Law. 

CHAPTER  XIX. 

UNirOEM . 

A  uniform  and  dress  shall  be  adopted  by  the  Club  and  worn 
by  the  members  of  the  Club  and  crews  of  the  yachts. 

CHAPTER  XX. 

CLUB  BOOKS. 

There  shall  be  printed  each  year,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Secretary,  books  for  the  use  of  each  member,  containing  the  Con- 
stitution, By-Laws,  Sailing  Regulations,  etc.,  of  the  Club,  together 
with  a  list  of  all  the  members,  specifying  their  names,  residences, 
numbers,  and  the  dates  of  their  respective  admissions,  and  also  of 
the  yachts  belonging  to  the  Club,  with  their  dimensions,  tonnage 
(old  and  Custom  House  Measurements),  rig  and  ownership,  as  well 
as  a  chart  of  their  private  signals  and  the  Club  flags. 

CHAPTER  XXI. 

STKANGEKS. 

A  stranger  not  residing  within  fifty  miles  of  this  citj^  may  be 
introduced  by  a  member  and  entitled  to  the  privileges  of  the  Club 
for  two  weeks,  upon  the  following  conditions,  viz.  :    His  name, 
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together  with  that  of  the  member  introducing  him,  must  be 
recorded  in  a  book  to  be  provided  for  that  purpose,  when  an  in- 
vitation card  will  be  given,  signed  by  either  one  of  the  officers  of 
the  Club  or  one  of  the  House  Committee,  said  card  to  be  exhibited 
at  the  door  when  called  for.  This  privilege  may  be  extended  for 
one  month  at  the  discretion  of  any  one  of  the  officers  of  the  Club 
or  any  member  of  the  House  Committee.  No  person  residing  in 
the  city,  or  within  fifty  miles  of  it,  except  officers  belonging  to 
the  Army  and  Navy  of  the  United  States,  can  be  admitted  to  the 
Club  House,  except  at  private  dinners,  when  they  will  only  be 
admitted  to  the  room  in  which  the  dinner  is  given.  All  members 
I  introducing  strangers  shall  be  responsible  for  all  debts  incurred 
by  them  to  the  Club. 

CHAPTER  XXII. 

EXPULSIONS . 

!  In  case  of  an  occurrence  injurious  to  the  welfare  of  the  Club, 

I  the  name  or  names  of  any  member  or  members  implicated  therein 
may  be  removed  from  the  list  of  members  by  a  vote  of  the  majority 
of  the  yachts  represented  at  any  General  or  Special  Meeting. 


CHAPTER  XXIII. 

I  FORFEITURE  OF  MEMBERSHIP. 

j  In  case  a  member  should  at  any  time  become  indebted  to  the 

[  Club  in  an  amount  exceeding  ten  dollars  (exclusive  of  annual 

j  dues),  and  shall  remain  indebted  for  two  months  after  notice 

I  given,  he  shall  cease  to  be  a  member  of  the  Club.    The  name  of 

[  such  delinquent  shall  be  stricken  from  the  list  of  members,  and 

!  the  Secretary  shall  notify  him  of  the  fact, 
i 

CHAPTER  XXIV. 

RESIGNATIONS  , 

Resignations  must  be  forwarded  to  the  Secretary  in  writing 
and  be  presented  by  him  at  the  next  stated  meeting  of  the  Club. 
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No  resignation  will  be  accepted  until  the  member  is  clear  from  all 
indebtedness  to  the  Club. 

CHAPTEE  XXV. 

AMENDMENT. 

These  By-Laws  may  be  amended  at  any  meeting,  but  no 
amendment  passed  at  any  General  or  Special  Meeting  shall  be  valid 
until  approved  at  a  subsequent  meeting  and  any  amendment  must 
be  submitted  at  one  General  Meeting,  and  after  being  adopted 
thereat  must  be  kept  posted  until  the  next  meeting  in  a  con- 
spicuous place  in  the  Club  House  by  the  Secretary. 

There  shall  be  no  suspension  of  these  By-Laws. 
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MANAGEMENT  OF  EACES  . 

The  following  Eacing  Rules  shall  govern  all  the  races  of  the 
Club,  and  any  race  sailed  under  its  auspices  unless  otherwise 
specilied  between  the  parties  making  the  race,  but  as  no  rules  can 
be  devised  capable  of  meeting  every  incident  and  accident  of  sail- 
ing, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Regatta  Committee  to  decide  any 
question  which  may  arise  not  provided  for  in  these  rules  ;  and  all 
attempts  to  win  a  race  by  other  means  than  fair  sailing  and  superior 
speed  and  skill  are  to  be  discouraged . 

DECISIONS  OF  COMMITTEE. 

The  decisions  of  the  Regatta  Committee  shall  be  final.  (Const., 
Art.  X.) 

RULE  I. 

CLASSIFICATION. 

(1.)  For  Club  races  yachts  shall  be  divided  into  classes  as 
follows,  but  this  classification  shall  not  apply  to  races  for  any 
Challenge  Cups  held  by  or  belonging  to  the  Club. 

SCHOONEKS. 

(2.)  Class  1.  All  over  100  feet  L.  W  .  L.  length. 

Class  2.  All  over  90  feet  and  not  over  100  feet  L.  W.  L.  length. 
Class  3 .  All  over  80  feet  and  not  over  90  feet  L.  W.  L.  length. 
Class  4 .  All  over  70  feet  and  not  over  80  feet  L.  W.  L.  length . 
Class  5.  All  of  70  feet  L.  W.  L  .  length  and  under. 

SLOOPS,   CUTTEKS  AND  YAWLS. 

(3.)  Class  1:  All  over  80  feet  L.  W.  L,  length. 

Class  2.  All  over  70  feet  and  not  over  80  feet  L.  W.L.  length. 
Class  3 .  All  over  61  feet  and  not  over  70  feet  L.  W .  L .  length. 
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Class  4.  All  over  53  feet  and  not  over  61  feet  L.  W.  L.  length. 

Class  5.  All  over  46  feet  and  not  over  53  feet  L.  W.  L.  length. 

Class  6.  All  over  40  feet  and  not  over  46  feet  L.  W.  L.  length. 

Class  7.  All  of  40  feet  L.  W.  L.  length  and  under. 
(4.)  Class  8.    Yachts  entered  for  any  race,  in  whose  respec- 
tive classes  there  shall  have  been  one  entry. 

(5.)  Course  No.  2  is  intended  for  Classes  6  and  7  of  sloops,  cut- 
ters and  yawls,  but  shall  not  apply  to  Class  8,  unless  the  contest- 
ing yachts  therein  embraced  shall  have  been  taken  from  Classes  6 
and  7  alone." 

(6.)  Any  yacht  which  shall  have  been  launched  prior  to 
the  20th  day  of  June,  1888,  exceeding  the  higher  limit  in  any  Class 
by  not  over  the  fraction  of  a  foot,  shall  be  included  in  that  Class. 

RULE  II. 

MEASUREMENT  FOR  TIME  ALLOWANCE. 

Yachts  shall  be  rated  for  time  allowance  according  to  the 
rules  of  measurement  of  the  Club  as  per  Chapter  XIV  By-Laws, 
and  the  time  allowance  must  be  calculated  according  to  the  table 
adopted  by  the  Club,  appended. 

RULE  III. 

MIXED  RACES.     ALLOWANCE  FOR  RIG. 

In  races  where  different  rigs  sail  together,  Schooners  shall  be 
rated  for  time  allowance  at  eighty-five  per  cent,  of  their  racing 
measurement.  Yawls  at  ninety-four  per  cent,  and  Sloops  and 
Cutters  at  their  actual  racing  measurement. 

RULE  IV. 

OWNERSHIP. 

No  member  shall  be  interested  in  more  than  one  yacht  entered 
for  a  race  in  the  same  Class, 

RULE  V. 

ENTRIES. 

(1.)  No  yacht  can  be  entered  for  a  Club  race  unless  her  own- 
ership, rig,  tonnage,  dimensions  and   measurement   for  time 
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allowance,  as  computed  by  the  Measurer,  in  accordance  with  the 
rules  of  the  Club,  are  on  record  with  the  Secretary,  and  a  true 
model  deposited  with  him. 

(2.)  Entries  shall  be  made  in  writing,  and  must  be  lodge-^l 
with  the  Kegatta  Committee  not  later  than  forty-eight  hours  before 
the  time  of  starting,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  said  committee. 

(3.)  At  least  two  yachts  must  start  in  each  class,  or  no  prize 
will  be  awarded  in  that  class.  But  any  yacht  alone  in  her  class 
may  sail  in  the  class  next  above. 

(4. )  In  all  races,  for  which  cups  shall  be  offered  by  the  Club,  if  at 
the  close  of  the  entries  there  be  more  than  one  class  in  which  there 
shall  have  been  only  one  entry,  the  provisions  of  section  (3)  of 
this  Rule  shall  not  prevail,  and  all  such  single  entries  may  be 
grouped  in  and  sail  as  one  class  to  be  described  as  Class  8 
Mixed . "  As  between  vessels  of  different  rigs  sailing  in  such  Class 
8,  the  provisions  of  Rule  III  for  time  allowance  shall  apply. 

RULE  YI. 

SAILS . 

(1 .)    Yachts  in  races  may  carry  the  following  sails  ; 

(2.)  ScHOONEBs— Mainsail,  foresail,  forestaysail,  jib,  flying 
jib,  jibtopsail,  fore  and  main  gaff  top-sail,  main  topmast-staysail 
and  spinnaker. 

(3.  Sloops  and  Cutters — Mainsail,  forstay sail,  jib,  flying 
jib,  jib-topsail,  gaff  topsail  and  spinnaker. 

(4.)  Yawls — Same  as  Sloops  and  Cutters,  with  mizzen  and 
mizzen  staysail. 

BALLOON  SAILS. 

(5.)    Yachts  may  set  light  sails  over  working  sails. 
RULE  VII. 

BOATS   AND  LIFE-BUOYS. 

(1 . )  Yachts  shall  carry  on  deck  two  serviceable  life-buoys^  and 
I  a  serviceable  round  bottomed  boat  with  oars  and  rowlocks  or 
{     tholepins  lashed  in,  as  follows  : 

I 
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(2.)  Classes  1,  2  and  3  of  Schooners,  and  1  and  2  of  Sloops, 
Cutters  and  Yawls,  a  boat  as  above,  not  less  than'14  feet  in  length . 
All  other  yachts,  a  12  foot  boat  as  above,  except  classes  6  and  7, 
sloops,  etc.,  shall  carry  a  boat  not  less  than  10  feet. 

RULE  YIII. 

BULKHEADS,    BALLAST,    ETC . 

(1 . )  Yachts  shall  keep  their  floors  down  and  bulkheads  stand- 
ing. Trimming  by  dead  weight  shall  be  allowed  until  the  making 
of  preparatory  signal.  Ballast  shall  not  be  taken  in,  or  discharged, 
after  9  p.  m.  of  the  day  before  the  race,  nor  water,  unless  author- 
ized by  the  Regatta  Committee. 

(2.)  A  race  postponed  or  re-sailed  shall,  so  far  as  regards  this 
rule,  be  considered  a  new  race. 

RULE  IX. 

KACE   POSTPONED    OE  EE-SAILED. 

No  new  entries  shall  be  received  for  a  race  postponed  or  re- 
sailed  .  But  a  yacht  duly  entered  shall  be  entitled  to  start  again 
whether  she  failed  to  start  or,  having  started,  was  withdrawn. 

RULE  X. 

AMENABLE    TO    EULES . 

(1 .)  Yachts  shall  be  amenable  to  the  Rules  from  the  time  the 
Preparatory  Signal  is  made. 

MEMBEE    ON   BOAED . 

(2.)    There  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Club  on  each  yacht. 

PEIVATE    SIGNAL   AND    NUMBEE . 

(3.)  Each  yacht  shall  carry  her  Private  Signal  at  the  main 
peak  and  display  her  Number  on  both  sides  of  the  main  sail,  at 
the  middle  of  the  sail  and  just  above  the  second  reef -band. 

LIGHTS    AND    FOG  SIGNALS. 

(4.)  The  Government  regulations  regarding  lights  and  fog 
signals  shall  be  observed . 
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PROPULSION . 

(5.)  No  means  of  propulsion  other  than  sails  shall  be 
employed. 

ANCHORING,  ETC. 

(6.)  A  yacht  may  anchor,  but  must  weigh  her  anchor  again 
and  not  slip.  A  yacht  shall  not  warp  or  kedge,  or  make  fast  to  a 
buoy,  pier,  vessel  or  other  object,  except  as  provided  in  Section  7. 

RUNNING  AGROUND    AND  FOULING. 

(7.)  A  yacht  running  aground  or  fouling  a  buoy,  pier,  vessel 
or  other  object,  may  use  her  anchors,  warps,  boats,  etc.,  to  get 
clear,  but  may  not  receive  any  assistance  except  from  the  crew  of 
a  vessel  fouled . 

(8.)  Any  anchor,  warp  or  boat  so  used  must  be  taken  on 
board  again  before  continuing  the  race. 

MAN  OVERBOARD    AND  ACCIDENTS. 

(9.)  In  case  of  accident  to  another  vessel,  or  of  a  man  falling 
overboard  from  another  vessels,  yachts  in  a  position  to  render 
assistance  shall  do  so.  And  if,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Regatta 
Committee,  a  yacht  was  thereby  prevented  from  winning  the  race 
they  may  order  it  to  be  re-sailed  between  such  yachts  and  the 
winner. 

DECLARATION  THAT  THE  RULES  HATE  BEEN  OBEYED. 

(10.)  Before  receiving  a  prize  the  owner  of  a  winning  yacht 
or  the  member  representing  him  on  the  yacht  in  his  absence,  shall 
sign  a  declaration  that  all  the  Eules  were  complied  with. 

RULE  XI. 

TIME  OF  RACE   NOT  LIMITED. 

There  shall  be  no  limit  to  the  time  in  which  a  race  is  to  be 
sailed . 
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EULE  xir. 

SOUNDING. 

No  other  means  of  soundiDg  than  the  hand  Lead  and  line  shall 
be  employed  during  a  race. 

RULE  XIII. 

STAKE-BOAT  AT  FINISH. 

A  competent  person  shall  be  placed  on  a  stake-boat  at  the 
finishing  lioe,  who  shall  time  the  yachts  in  the  absence  of  the 
Regatta  Committee. 

RULE  XIV. 

EEMOYALS  OF  MAKKS. 

Should  any  stake-boat,  buoy,  or  other  mark  be  absent  or 
moved  from  its  proper  position  during  a  race,  the  race  may  be 
re-sailed  or  not  at  the  option  of  the  Regatta  Committee. 

RULE  XY. 

YACHTS  NOT  IN  RACES. 

All  yachts  not  racing  must  be  kept  to  leeward,  and  out  of  the 
way  of  racing-yachts. 

RULE  XYI. 

TIME  AT  START  AND  FINISH. 

(1.)  The  time  at  the  start  and  finish  shall  be  taken  when  the 
point  marked  by  the  foremast  in  schooners  and  the  mainmast  in 
single-masted  vessels  and  yawls,  crosses  the  line. 

(2.)  If  this  point  in  any  yacht  be  across  the  line  when  the 
signal  for  starting  is  given,  she  must  return  and  recross  the  line. 

(3.)  A  yacht  so  returning,  or  one  working  into  position  from 
the  wrong  side  of  the  line  after  the  signal  for  starting  has  been 
given,  must  keep  clear  of,  and  give  way  to  all  competing  yachts. 
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RULE  xVlI. 

BIGHT  OF  WAY. 

(1.)  When  one  yacht  is  approaching  another  yacht,  so  as  to 
involve  risk  of  fouling,  one  of  them  shall  keep  clear  of  the  other 
as  follows  : 

ON  DIFFERENT  POINTS  OF  SAILING. 

(2.)    A  yacht  free  shall  keep  clear  of  one  close-hauled. 

ON    SAME    POINT    OF  SAILING,  WITH  WIND  ON  OPPOSITE  SIDE. 

(3 . )  When  both  yachts  are  close-hauled  or  both  free,  or  both 
have  the  wind  aft,  and  have  the  wind  on  opposite  sides,  the  yacht 
with  the  wind  on  the  portside  shall  keep  clear. 

ON  SAME  POINT  OF  SAILING,  WITH  WIND  ON  SAME  SIDE. 

(4.)  When  both  yachts  are  free,  or  both  have  the  wind  aft, 
and  have  the  wind  on  the  same  side,  the  yacht  to  windward  shall 
keep  clear. 

WIND  AFT. 

(5.)  A  yac  ht  with  the  wind  aft  is  deemed  to  have  the  wind  on 
the  side  opposite  to  that  on  which  she  is  carrying  her  main  boom. 

WIND  AFT. 

(6.)  A  yacht  with  the  wind  aft  shall  keep  clear  of  a  yacht  on 
any  other  point  of  sailing. 

OVERTAKING . 

(7.)  An  overtaking  yacht,  shall,  in  every  case,  as  long  as  an 
overlap  exists,  keep  clear  of  the  yacht  which  is  being  overtaken. 

DEFINITION  OF  OVERLAP. 

(8.)  An  overlap  is  established  when  an  overtaking  yacht  has 
no  longer  a  free  choice  on  which  side  she  will  pass,  and  continues 
to  exist  as  long  as  the  leeward  yacht  by  luffing,  or  the  weather 
yacht,  by  bearing  away,  is  in  danger  of  fouling. 
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ALTERING  COUESE. 

(9.)  When  of  two  yachts,  one  is  obliged  to  keep  clear,  the 
other  shall  not  so  alter  her  course  as  to  involve  risk  of  fouling. 

LUFFING. 

(10.)  A  yacht  may  luff  as  she  pleases  in  order  to  prevent 
another  from  passing  her  to  windward,  provided  she  begins  to  luff 
before  an  overlap  has  been  established. 

BEAEING  AWAY. 

(11.)  A  yacht  shall  not  bear  away  out  of  her  course  so  as  to 
hinder  another  in  passing  to  leeward. 

EIGHTS  OF  NEW  COUESES. 

(12.)  A  yacht  shall  not  become  entitled  to  her  rights  on  a 
new  course  until  she  has  filled  away. 

CONVEEGING  CLOSE-HAULED. 

(13.)  When  two  yachts,  both  close-hauled  on  the  same  tack, 
are  converging  by  reason  of  the  leeward  yacht  holding  a  better 
wind,  and  neither  can  claim  the  rights  of  a  yacht  being  overtaken, 
then  the  yacht  to  leeward  shall  keep  clear. 

PASSING  AND  BOUNDING  MAEKS. 

(14. )  If  an  overlap  exists  between  two  yachts  when  both  of 
them ,  without  tacking,  are  about  to  pass  a  mark  on  a  required 
side,  then  the  outside  yacht  must  give  the  inside  yacht  room  to 
pass  clear  of  the  mark.  A  yacht  shall  not,  however,  bejustifiedin 
attempting  to  establish  an  overlap  and  thus  force  a  passage  be- 
tween another  yacht  and  the  mark  after  the  latter  yacht  has 
altered  her  helm  for  the  purpose  of  rounding. 

DEFINITION  OF  MAEK. 

(15.)  A  mark  is  any  vessel,  boat,  buoy  or  other  object  used  to 
indicate  the  course,  and  does  not  involve  any  question  of  sea 
room. 
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OBSTEUCTION  fO  SEA-EOOM. 

I  (16.)    When  a  yacht  is  approaching  a  shore,  shoal,  pier,  rock, 

I     or  other  obstruction,  {not  a  mark,)  and  cannot  go  clear  by  altering 
her  course,  without  fouling  another  yacht,  then  this  latter  shall, 
on  being  hailed  by  the  former,  at  once  give  room  ;  and  in  case  one 
yacht  is  forced  to  tack  or  to  bear  away  in  order  to  give  room,  the 
I     other  shall  also  tack,  or  bear  away  as  the  case  may  be,  at  as  near 
'     the  same  time  as  is  possible  without  danger  of  fouling. 

RULE.  XVIII. 

DANGER . 

(1.)  In  construing  and  obeying  these  rules,  due  regard  must 
be  had  to  all  dangers  of  navigation,  and  to  any  special  circum- 
stances which  may  exist  in  any  particular  case,  rendering  a  de- 
parture from  them  necessary  in  order  to  avoid  immediate  danger. 
(U.  S.  Revised  Statutes.)  But  this  Rule  shall  not  be  construed  as 
removing  or  abating  the  disqualification  of  any  yacht  under  Rule 
XIX. 

RULE  XIX. 

DISQUALIFICATION. 

(1.)  Every  yacht  must  go  fairly  around  the  course,  and  must 
not  touch  a  mark,  but  shall  not  be  disqualified  if  wrongfully 
I     compelled  to  do  so  by  another. 

(2.)  A  yacht  in  any  way  causing  a  mark,  or  stake-boat,  to 
I  shift  her  position  to  avoid  being  fouled  by  such  yacht,  shall  be 
I  disqualified. 

I  (3.)    If  a  yacht  in  consequence  of  her  neglect  of  any  of  these 

'  rules,  shall  foul  another  yacht,  or  compel  another  yacht  to  foul 
any  yacht,  mark  or  obstruction,  or  to  run  aground,  she  shall  be 
disqualified  and  shall  pay  all  damages  ;  and  any  yacht  which  shall 
wrongfully  cause  another  to  lufi:,  bear  away,  or  tack,  in  order  to 
avoid  fouling,  or  shall  v/ithout  due  cause  compel  another  yacht  to 
give  room  or  to  tack,  under  Section  (16)  of  Rule  XVII,  or  shall 
herself  fail  to  tack  or  to  bf  ar  away,  as  required  in  that  section,  or 
shall  in  any  other  way,  infringe  or  fail  to  comply  with  any  of  these 
rules,  shall  be  disqualified. 
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DISQUALIFICATION  WITHOUT  PEOTEST. 

(4.)  The  Regatta  Committe  may  also,  without  a  protest,  dis- 
qualify an}^  yacht,  should  it  come  to  their  knowledge  that  she  has 
committed  a  breach  of  these  rules. 

RULE  XX. 

PKOTEST. 

(1.)  A  yacht  having  cause  during  a  race  to  protest  against 
any  other  yacht  for  a  violation  of  these  rules,  shall  display  Flag 
B,  of  the  Club  Signal  Code,  which  shall  be  known  as  the  Protest 
Flag,  and  keep  such  flag  flying  till  answered  from  the  judge's 
boat,  by  the  answering  pennant.  A  protest  must  be  supplemented 
by  a  written  statement  of  the  facts,  which  must  be  sent  to  the 
Regatta  Committee  before  6  P.  M.  of  the  day  following  the  race. 

(2.)  If  through  protest  the  measurement  of  any  yacht  be 
called  in  question,  the  Regatta  Committee  shall  direct  the  Meas- 
urer to  remeasure  such  3^acht,  and  the  result,  as  reported  by  him, 
shall  be  final.  The  Treasurer  shall  collect  the  usual  fee  for 
measuring,  according  to  Chapter  XIII  of  the  By-laws,  from  the 
owner,  if  the  measurement  be  found  wrong  ;  from  the  party  pro- 
testing if  the  measurenent  be  found  right. 

RULE  XXL 

PENALTIES. 

A  yacht  which  shall  be  disqualified  twice  in  one  season  shall 
be  debarred  from  sailing  in  Club  races  for  the  remainder  of  the 
season. 

RULE  XXII. 

AMENDMENTS. 

(1.)  These  racing  rules  can  be  amended  only  at  meetings  in 
the  notice  of  which  the  proposed  amendment  shall  have  been 
stated  in  full. 

(2.)  An  amendment  to  become  valid  must  have  been  passed 
at  one  meeting  and  approved  at  a  subsequent  meeting,  one  of 
which  shall  be  a  general  meeting. 

(3.)  And  no  amendments  which  have  been  rejected  at  one 
meeting  can  be  again  proposed  at  any  subsequent  meeting  within 
six  months  thereafter. 

(4.)    There  shall  be  no  suspension  of  these  ru^es.

UNIFORM  AND  DRESS. 


Buttons. — The  Club  buttons  shall  be  of  two  kinds,  gilt  and 
black  ;  and  of  three  sizes — large,  medium,  and  small — bearing  as  a 
device,  a  Foul  Anchor,  with  a  star  on  each  side,  surrounded  by  the 
circular  inscription  **  I^EW  York  Yacht  Club  "  on  the  gilt  buttons 
for  sailing  masters,  etc.,  and  the  same  on  the  black  buttons  for 
members. 

Caps. — Cap  of  navy  blue  cloth,  or  white  serge,  crown  from 
eight  inches  to  eight  and  seven-eighth  inches  in  diameter,  accord- 
ing to  size  of  cap,  quarter  of  cap  from  top  of  band  to  crown  seam 
one  and  five-eighth  inches,  band  one  and  three-eighth  inches  of 
plain  Ribbed  Mohair,  drooping  Visor,  crescent  shape,  two  inches 
at  widest  part,  covered  with  blue  cloth,  bound  with  braid  to 
match  band  of  cap. 

Cap  Ornaments. 

For  Commodore. —Two  crossed  foul  anchors,  one  inch  and 
three-eighths  in  length,  with  flukes  down,  embroidered  in  gold,  at 
their  intersection  a  raised  disk  five-eighths  of  an  inch  in  diameter, 
showing  blue  ground,  with  right  angled  red  cross  one-eighth  of  an 
inch  wide,  with  white  star  at  intersection  of  cross,  the  whole  em- 
broided  in  colored  silks  or  enameled  on  metal,  the  disk  sur- 
rounded by  narrow  gold  Bullion,  and  a  star  one-half  an  inch  in 
diameter  at  each  end  of,  and  one  above  the  device,  with  a  space  of 
three-sixteenths  of  an  inch  between  the  device  and  stars,  to  be 
worn  on  the  band. 

For  Vice  Commodore. — Same  as  for  Commodore,  omitting 
the  star  above  device. 

For  Rear- Commodore. — Same  as  for  Commodore,  omitting  the 
two  stars  at  ends  of  device. 
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For  Captain. — Same  as  for  Commodore,  omitting  stars. 

For  Fleet  Captain. — Same  as  for  Captain  with  F.  C.  in  silver 
one-half  inch  long  in  old  English  over  device. 

For  S'icretary. — Same  as  for  Fleet  Captain,  substituting  letter  S. 

For  Treasurer. — Same  as  for  Secretary,  substituting  letter  T. 

For  Measurer. — Same  as  for  Treasurer,  substitiiting  letter  M. 

For  Fleet  Surgeon. — Same  as  for  Measurer^  substituting  letters 
F.  S. 

For  Regatta  Committee. — Same  as  Fleet  Surgeon,  substituting 
letter  R. 

For  Meniber. — Same  as  for  Captain,  omitting  one  anchor,  and 
remaining  anchor  to  be  upright. 


FULL  DEESS. 

A  plain  dress  suit,  with  the  Club  button  in  gilt ;  black  tie. 


UNDRESS . 

Sack  Coat  of  blue  or  white  cloth,  serge  or  flannel  blue  or 
white  Vest,  each  with  the  black  Club  button.  Trousers  of  the 
same  materials  as  coat,  or  of  white  drill. 


DESIGNATION  OF  BANK. 

The  designation  of  rank  shall  be  worn  on  the  sleeve,  as  follows  : 

By  the  Commodore . — Five  stripes  of  heavy  black  silk  tubular 
braid,  three-eighths  of  an  inch  wide,  the  first  below  and  joining 
the  cutf  seam,  the  other  above  and  one-quarter  of  an  inch  apart, 
the  upper  stripe  ending  in  a  described  trefoil  on  the  outer  side  of 
the  sleeve . 

By  the  Vice- Commodore. — Four  stripes  as  above. 


UNIFORM  AND  DRESS. 
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By  the  Rear -Commodore, — Three  stripes;  By  Captains,  Secre- 
tarj',  Treasurer,  Measurer,  Fleet  Surgeon,  Fleet  Captain  and  Re- 
gatta Committee,  two  stripes  as  above  with  the  trefoil. 

By  members,  one  stripe  as  above  with  the  trefoil. 

UNIFORM   FOR  CREW. 

For  Sailing  Masters^  the  dress  shall  be  a  single-breasted  Sack 
Coat,  of  blue  cloth  or  flannel,  with  laige  size  gilt  Club  buttons. 
Vest  of  same  material,  with  six  medium  size  gilt  Club  buttons. 
Trousers  of  same  material  as  coat.  Cap  of  navy  blue  cloth  with 
ribbed  silk  band  one  and  one-quarter  inches  wide ;  to  be  two  and 
three-quarter  inches  high  in  front,  and  two  and  one-half  inches 
high  behind.  Top  to  be  eight  and  one-half  inches  long  and 
seven  and  one-half  inches  wide.  Visor  of  black  leather,  crescent 
shape,  one  and  five-eighth  inches  in  the  widest  part,  set  at  an  angle 
of  forty-five  degrees.  Block  leather  strap,  three-eighth  inches 
wide,  fastened  with  small  gilt  Club  buttons.   Cravat  of  black  silk. 

For  Mates. — Same  as  for  Sailing  Masters. 

For  Boatswains . — The  Regulation  Boatswains  jacket.  Cap 
same  as  Sailing  Masters. 

For  Quartermasters. — Shirt  of  bluefiannel  or  white  linen,  with 
wide  blue  cuffs  and  collar,  braided  in  white.  Trousers  of  same 
material  as  shirt,  to  be  worn  without  braces.  Neckerchief  of  black 
silk.  Cap  of  blue  cloth,  with  band  and  without  visor,  or  white 
Senat  straw  hats,  with  black  ribbon.  The  name  of  the  yacht  may 
be  worked  in  red,  white  or  blue  upon  the  breast  of  the  shirt,  or 
worked  or  printed  upon  the  band  or  cap,  at  option  of  the  owner. 

For  Coxswains. — Same  as  for  Quartermasters. 

For  Crew. — Same'as  for  Quartermasters  but  without  insignia. 
White  working  clothes,  Jerseys  and  racing  hoods  may  be  worn. 

For  Chief  Engineers. — Same  as  for  Sailing  Masters. 

For  Assistant  Engineers. — Same  as  for  Mates. 
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EATING  MAEKS. 

To  be  worn  on  the  outside  of  right  sleeve,  half  way  between 
the  shoulder  and  elbow. 

For  Sailing  Master, — Two  clear  anchors,  each  an  inch  and  a 
quarter  in  length  crossed  at  right  angles,  with  stocks  up  in  silver. 
Under  this  a  silver  chevron  of  115  degrees,  point  down,  consisting 
of  three  bars,  each  of  an  inch  in  width  and  of  an  inch  apart, 
arms  of  chevron  to  be  one  inch  and  a  quarter  in  length.  The 
point  of  intersection  of  the  anchors  to  be  one  inch  above  centre  of 
upper  bar  of  chevron. 

For  First  Mate. — Same  device  as  for  Sailing  Master,  substitut- 
ing a  chevron  of  two  bars. 

For  Second  iliafe.— Same  device  as  for  First  Mate,  substituting 
a  chevron  of  one  bar. 

For  Chief  Engineer. — Same  device  as  First  Mate,  worked  in  red 
silk,  substituting  a  propeller  of  three  blades  one  inch  and  a  quarter 
in  diameter  for  the  crossed  anchors. 

For  Assistant  Engineer.— Same  device  as  for  Chief  Engineer, 
substituting  a  chevron  of  one  bar. 

For  Second  Assistant  Engineer. — Same  as  Assistant  Engineer, 
without  chevron. 

For  Boatswain, — A  spread  eagle  U.  S.  N.  pattern,  2f  inches 
from  tip  to  tip  in  white  silk. 

For  Quartermaster.— A  ship's  wheel  of  eight  spokes,  1^  inches 
in  diameter,  worked  in  white  silk  on  blue,  and  in  blue  silk  on 
white  clothes. 

For  Coxswain. — A  pair  of  crossed  oars  in  white  silk,  two  inches 
in  length,  worked  as  for  quartermaster. 

Yachts  while  cruising  in  foreign  waters  may  adopt  other  dis- 
tinctions of  rank  for  petty  officers. 

Note.— The  Club  Ribbon  heretofore  adopted,  with  the  Club  buttons,  can  be 
obtained  from  the  Superintendent  at  the  Club  House. 
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
